Still Ahead. 


The Fore River Ship & Engine Com- 
pany still keeps ahead on the construc- 
tion of the battleships of the New Jer- 
sey class building in its yard at Quincy 
Point—the New Jersey and the Rhode 
Island. On June 1 these vessels were 
estimated, by tke United States naval 
constructor in charge,to be 37 per cent. 
completed, which is a gain of 5 per 
cent. over their condition the first of 
May and puts them 5 per cent. ahead 
of any of the other vessels of the 
same class building in other yards, 
the Virginia being the nearest to them. 

Outwardly the Rhode Island is further 
advanced than the New Jersey, but the 
New Jersey’s interior is the more com- 
plete and she is considered slightly in 
advance of her sister ship, on the 
whole. Both hulls are framed to the 
height of the maino-deck beams and 
placed amidships, and the greater part 
of the protective-deck armor is in 
place. 

The Rhode Island's propeller shaft 
struts have been attached and the New 
Jersey's are ready. More than 2,000 
men are now employed in the yard and 
the work in the ship-tool shop and the 
forge goes on night and day. 

Last Monday, the two steel masts of 
the cruiser Des Moines were stepped by 
the gantry crane as the vessel lay along- 
side the Fore River fitting-out dock. 
The masts were made at the Charles- 
town Navy Yard and were sent to Fore 
River with the tops in place. 

The standing rigging will be put 
over the tops at The wooden 
top-masts, which are now alongside ov 
the pier, will be sent up latter. The 
schooner-cut sails for the cruiser are 
now making at Charlestown and the 
rest of her canvas equipment is being 
prepared at Gloucester, The first of 
June the Des Moines was 86 per cent. 
completed, standing third on the list 
of vessels of her class. Only the finish- 
ing touches now remain to be put on. 
The engines will have their dock-trial 
ina week or two and it is probable 
the cruiser will be ready to see deep 
water in a month. 

The material for the four car-floats 
building for the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad at Fore River 
shipyard is now all in the yard and 
much of it is ready to be put into the 
hulls. The keels of two of them have 
already been laid, between the schooner 
William L, Douglas and the Fall River 
line freight steamer, and as soon as 
the schooner’s masts and bowsprit, 
which are being made ready on the 
beach, are out of the way the third 
barge will be started. The contract 
calls for completion of all four in six 
or eight months. 

A few days ago the keel-plates of the 
passenger boat for the Fall River line 
were laid on the blocks on the Fore 
River beach. They are of half-inch 
steel, 36 inches wide and curved sligbt- 
ly, but not so much as the keel-plates 
of the freight-boat for the same lins 
which is being framed in the next 
berth. The freighter is building very 
rapidly. Forty pairs of bottom-frames 
have been erected and the bulkbeads 
are being set up. 

The bull of the six-masted steel 
schooner William L. Douglas, which is 
being built a Fore Rive River for the 
Crowley fleet, is all plated amidships 
and the work is being rushed in order 
to get the vessel off the ways early 
next month. 

The masts and bowsprit, also of 
steel, are ready to step now, but will 
not be put in until after the launching. 
As soon as the Douglas is out of the 
way the blocks will be set in her place 
for the 16,000-ton battleship Vermont. 

More improvements are being made 
in the mechanical departments of the 
Fore River shipyard. A house for 
enamelling has been set up near the 
galvanizing shed, between the ship- 
tool shop and the mould loft; a new 
large saw-mill isbeing built near the 
lumber storehouse, and the new brass- 
foundry is io operation. A system of 
blowers just installed in the pattern 
and joiner shops will convey sawdust, 
shavings and other litter directly from 
the machines to a furnace in the power 
house, almost a third of a mile of pipes 
of various sizes being used in its con- 
struction. 

The Fore River spur railroad is kept 
busy now-a-days, about 2,000 tons of 
freight a week being brought into the 
yard over the new track. A freight shed 
is soon to be built at Braintree espec- 
ially to accommodate the shipyard 
freight. The Fore River rolling-stock 
has been increased by another of the 
powerful little locomotives formerly 
used on the Manhattan Elevated Road 
in New York.

An Air Ship for Boston. 


Boston bids fair to vie with Paris, 
and American genius with that of 
France. Io other words, negotiations 
are under way whereby a veritable air 
ship may be one of the features of the 
Second Triennial Exposition next 
October. This American air ship, the 
invention of a Pittsburg mechanic, is 
of the regulation Santos Dumont 
pattern though differing from it io 
certain essentials as regards mechanism 
and motive power. The inventor has 
made the subject of balloon ascensions 
and aerial locomotion a life study. He 
claims that he selved the problem long 
before Santos Dumont’s first public ex- 
periments with his air ship in Paris 
were attempted, and that his only 
reason for witholding his invention was 
the lack of sufficient capital wherewith 
to properly exploitit. His air ship, he 
says isevensmaller than tbe one in which 
the Frenchman made bis flying trip afew 
days ago above the boulevards in Paris, 
and made it so successfully as to leave 
no doubt of the extraordinary merit of 
his machine. 

While the credit of the American in- 
vention goes to Pittsburg, Boston seems 
likely to get the benefit of the first 
actual experiment, and the Merchants 
and Manufacturers Exhibition Asso- 
ciatiun whatever honor and glory may 
accom pany it. 

In addition to the air ship proper ip 
which the inventur proposes to attempt 
his perilous ascension, there will bea 
perfect working model of it on exhibi- 
tion in Mechanics’ building during the 
big fair.

It is a huge casting of elliptical shape, 
and weighs 91,500 pounds. ‘The shield 
that protects it weighs eleven and one 
half tons, and the top nearly another 
ton, while fifteen of the bolts that 
fasten it together come tv 35 pounds 
more, making the total weight of the 
structure about 115,330 pounds. 

Rapid progress has been made at the 
Fore River shipyard on the Fall River 
line freight steamer. The frames are 
all in place now so that next week the 
shell-platers will be set to work, and 
the raising of the interior bulkbeads 
begun. Over 300,000 pounds of steel 
has been built in already and the work 
is going on very satisfactorily.

We have 
a population today of over 30,000 and 
in 1910 it will be over 40,000 and so on. 
Quincy should grasp the situation and 
ina great measure anticipate this re- 
markable growth. 

The Fore River Ship Co.-is making 
big contracts which will give work for 
three or four years to come, with pros- 
pects good for all the work they can 
do after that. Already they employ 
nearly 2500 men and will soon go over 
3,000; perbaps 4,000. 

Otber large industries are sure to 
locate at Quincy Point, both on the 
Fore river and Town river, and Wash- 
ington street, which is now the 
thoroughfare between Boston and all 
the South Shore towns, will certainly 
in the near futare become a great busi- 
ness street. It is today a busy street, 
and it is important that the street rail- 
way should be put into the centre of 
the street and double tracked. The 
public demand more cars, fewer delays, 
and sure connections with trains. 

We would not advocate street widen- 
ing just to give street railways double 
tracks, for the city should require an 
equivalent from corporations for all 
privileges granted, but the city should 
encourage the expansion of street rail- 
ways as well as other enterprises. 

We repeat, Washington street will in 
the very near future become a great 
business street.

Disagreement at Barre. 


All the stone sheds of Montpelier aud 
Barre are closed, with a prospect of 
remaining idle for some time, says a 
Montpelier dispatch of ‘Tuesday to the 
Herald. A lockout was declared by the 
Barre Granite Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion last night. and the Montpelier 
members followed, closing their sheds 
at noon today. 

Members of the association say to- 
night they fear there is no prospect of 
reaching an immediate settlement. The 
cutters went out of the sheds of two 
Barre firms last week, alleging that 
work was being sub-let and cut for less 
than the regular schedule of prices. 
HR tmeimeterors aud the union failed 
to come to an agreement, and matters 
came to a head on Monday. 

Meetings were held all day without 
result, and the session of the manufact- 
urers lasted till after midnight. Sev- 
eral propositions were considered, and 
it was expected they they would be ac- 
cepted, but the sub-let principle proved 
a stumbling block ou which they could 
not agree, and the manufacturers voted 
to close their sheds, 

A meeting of the manufacturers of 
Montpelier and Barre was held on 
Thursday, and it was voted to submit to 
the union a resolution providing that 
manufaturers shall have the right to 
sub-let any contract or any part of it, 
to avy other manufacturer who isa 
member of the association. This isa 
concession, as membership in the asso- 
ciation requires the maintaining of 
schedule prices. 

There are now 1300 men out, cutters 
and sharpeners. Unless the matter is 
settled, the polishers and other granite 
workmen are expected to join them, 
and there will be more than 3000 men 
idle. The manufacturers are being 
urged by business men to stand tirm, 
and as the business is a little dull at 
present, they are less likely to make 
further concessions than they would 
have been two months ago, 

Later in the day three sheds at North- 
field were closed with the announce- 
ment that they would not be reopened 
uatil the difficulty at Barre had been 
adjusted. ‘The firms affected are Can- 
non & Slack, Cross Bros. and Devine & 
Burns. 

The lockout of the granite cutters 
continues without change, says a dis- 
patch to the Globe. The proposition of 
the manufacturers to arbitrate the 
differences was rejected by the urion on 
Thursday, after a 17-minute session. 

Up to 4 o'clock, Thursday 200 travel- 
ing cards had been taken out by cutters 
who have left or will leave the city for 
other places. In addition to this a con- 
siderable number has left town without 
waiting to take out cards.

To the Editor of the Braintree Observer: 

Again we are reminded tbat the old 
land marks are passing away, and with 
them come reminiscences of our earlier 
days, inthe death of Judge French, 
The older members of the society with 
which he was identified and with whom 
he had always been associated from his 
earliest childhood, feel that they have 
met witha loss which cannot be re- 
placed. 

When Mr. French was a young map, 
and until prevented by illness, he was 
always found in his placa at church, 
and although not always in sympathy 
with the speaker was an attentive list- 
ener and a profound respecter of the 
preacher, 

His parents and grandfather, I do 
not remember his grandmother, were al- 
ways at church and I can remember dis- 
tinctly the look of admiration which 
spread over their countenances, when 
young Asa returned from sollege to 
pass his vacation and entered the 
church, although a little late, and that 
he always remained in the pew, to 
greet the Rev. Dr. Storrs as he came 
down the aisle. I think he had more 
respect and veneration for the old Dr. 
than for any other person except his 
ownfamily, He was a boy among boys 
and enjoyed games common among 
them at that time and but one or two 
of his old schoolmates are living in 
this town at this time. 

The first post office I ever visited, 
was placed in the south-west roow of 
the old house, his former home, and I 
went, hoping I might have a letter to 
carry home as some of the older child- 
ren had, 1 was between fous and five 
years of age, and sball never forget 
the look the old squire, as he 
turned to me with nothing for you 
with the decided manner which would 
not encourage you to press the matter 
thinking be might bave madea mistake. 

Mr. French always believed in do- 
ing his share in the business of the 
church and town, and was ready to 
contribute to each cause as it seemed 
needful to his mind after giving it his 
calm and carefol deliberation, and 
dowered of sound judgment was as- 
ually in the right. fie has been a man 
among men and his memory will be 
honored long by those who knew him 
best, and in his home his ioss will be 
deeply felt, as he has received the most 
devoted attention from his children, 
who have chosen to care for him them- 
selves, rather than place him in the 
hands of strangers.

The large 
baggage wagons covered with white 
and with always four and gometimes 
six horses would give you the impres- 
sion that they were all westward ho, 
but they were very familiar tous child- 
ren, and many the time haye we vis- 
ited the wife of a ceitain slergyman 
who lived there to see the teams. ‘They 
used to return Sunday mornings, through 
here and it was a matter of a good deal 
of discussion, whether it were right, 
but thinking it a matter of neccessity 
no objection was made, 

In the rear of the old tavern acd what 


fe wnaw Centre) Awvemus wae @thurt lano 
which was called Arnold's row, it hav- 
ing three small houses or shanties as 
they would be called now, in which 
people lived, who would go out and 
help the neighbors, when needed—we 
had no five dollar help in our kitchens 
then—but a good hard days work could 
be had for fifty cents and sometimes for 
thirty-seven, 

In one of those bouses lived ‘‘Old 
Phebe Frothingbame’’—I wonder how 
many there are living who remember 
her—who was like a mother to all the 
children, and very much more indulg- 
ent than most mothers. In another lived 
“Old Jake Black,’’ who at one time 
thought he woald take to himself a wife. 
He called at the minister's and stated 
bis case and told him be had no money 
but would do the best he could for him. 
Che minister told him be would marry 
him and, at the time Xppointed, he 
presented himself and the woman of 
his choice at the pastor’s bouse. Af- 
ter the ceremony the bridegroom gave 
the pastor a new broom and told him 
he would do any little outside job he 
might have to do and call it square. 

Ia the other house lived a colored 
man called ‘‘Black Titus’? who used to 
visit the neighbors in their shoe shops 
of which almost every ueighbor had 
one, as they did their own repairing 
and some of their making, and have 
his shoes repaired, and as he was al- 
ways sure of his dinner wherever he 
stopped, he made frequent visits to the 
house of the writer, and paid for his 
shoes by scraping on an old fiddle, al- 
though a luver of music, I was always 
a little in doubt whether the instru- 
ment was in tune, or the accidents in 
their proper place. 

The laud adjoining the tavern and 
which extended as far north as Mr, 
Edward Hobart’s and west to Little pond 
was owned by the great, great grand- 
father of Mr. Robert E. Belcher, and 
the house where his mother now lives, 
was moved from pear the site where 
the Thayer academy now stands, in 
1827, and the house occupied by Dr, 
Gallagher was built upon the same 
place. The method of moving build- 
ings was rather more laborious than now, 
as it required seventeen yoke of oxen to 
move the building, and they were 
obliged to leave it in the street front of 
the house of Mr. George French over 
night. 

On the north of Mr. French's, 
on the site now occupied by Mrs. 
Stephen Ellis, stood the Town house, 
and where many of us used to meet 
Sunday night and enjoy the good sing- 
ing schoo) under the leadership of 
competent persons and sing from the 
Boston sacred chorus book such music 
as is now sung by the Handel and 
Haydn society, and many familes were 
as familiar with that music as we 
were with our alphabet, which by the 
way we were taught inthose days. Many 
have been the bappy homes who could 
date the first accquaintance of father 
and mother to that singing school in 
that place. 

One of the incidents of which I 
am reminded particularly was the gath- 
ering of the so called Millerites who 
used to hold their meetings in the 
Town house. I attended a meeting at 
which they expected the world would 
come to an end, and they came pre- 
pared to goup and some boys very 
much like the boys of the present day 
thought they would help them. They 
came with their pockets filled with 
beans and when their enthusiasm 
reached its highest pitch, they threw 
the beans like a shower of hail, and so 
much confusion followed, they were 
obliged to break up the meeting. We 
sometimes wish we could not remem- 
ber so many almost unheard of things 
but when alone memory travels back 


and we find ourselves living in the past 
and almost forgetting to let the dead 
past bury its dead, and to live know- 
ing tthe tha time is not far distant 
when some one muy write strange 
things of us.

Valuable Contributions. 


Io the literary land marks of Boston 
which is given as one of the guides and 
souvenirs to the Teachers and Educa- 
tors of the present National Associa- 
tion meetings, Quincy plays a not 
insignificant role. 

During the last balf century some of 
the most valuable contributions to 
literature and to history have come 
from the pens of those whom we 
claim as our townsmen. 

The figures of the past from leaves of 
old journals kept for nearly 64 years by 
Josiah Quincy of the class of 1821, 
Harvard college, is a fascinating volume 
and of value to all who are students 
and readers. 

No, 5 of page 2 of this souvenir, says: 
Josiah Quincy, the elder and President 
of Harvard 1829—1845 wrote History of 
Harvard university, History of Boston 
athenaeum and municipal History of 
Boston, 

Then Charles Francis Adams, son of 
President John Quincy Adams, edited 
the lives and works of his father, 
grandfatheraud of Mrs. Abigail Adams. 

‘*'The letters of Mrs. Adams are even 
more valuable object lessons to young 
women of today than they were when 
written as simple home letters. In this 
strenuous, latter life, we need the poise 
of those early days. 

Valuable work is still being done by 
Charles Francis Adams, author of the 
life of Richard Henry David. ‘Three 
episodes of Massachusetts history, Lee 
at Appomatox, and other historical 
papers, 

Mary Elizabeth Blake journalist, prose 
writer and poet was educated through- 
out her early days in Quincy, her ould 
home. Her poem to Ireland has a 
trumpet note that thrills all hearts that 
beat to the call of Erinor that can re- 
spond to patriotism, or that is sensitive 
to fine poetic measure. The first step, 
is a lyric of the home, and her two 
volumes if poetry give her a 
among American poets. 

Our city claims exclusive ownership 
in mavy who have not an especial part 
of literary Boston but who have been 
writers of note, 

Dr. William Everett has written two 
books for the young. While we think 
‘*Changing Base’? is more for the boys 
who are in his especial charge, and in 
bis last book be paid a glowing tribute 
to our army of young women teachers, 
to their good work and the smaller pay 
which has been awarded them in 
times especially. 

It may not be out of place here, to 
refer to Miss Dearborn, principal of our 
Coddington school, and to pay another 
tribute to her arduous and most excel- 
lent record extending over very. many 
years.

The last literary leaf from Quincy 
‘“‘Where Independence Began,’’

There was a free tight in the steel 
room at the Fore River Works Thurs- 
day afternoon, shortly before 5 o'clock.

The affair now assumed the aspect of 
asmall riot, and while it was at its 
height H. Jobnson received # stab in 
the upper part of the back, and John 
McAndrews a cut io the wrist, 

The wounded men were taken to the 
relief hospital and their wounds treated. 
The affair was reported to the police 
and late in the evening Inspector McKay 
and Officer Bradley arrested the two 
Shorters, 

The men stabbed were not scriously 
injured and were about Fridvy,. 

Another version of the affair, is that 
the row started in the morning, during 
which it is alleged that Wade Shorter 
struck a man and backing up against a 
post deliberately drew his knife. Dur- 
ing the afteraoon wordy war ensued 
over the morning affair, and fighting 
words were frequently used. 

It is alleged that Shorter again drew 
his knife and Joha McAndrew stepped 
in to defend his brother and received 
a cut on the wrist. Johnson attempted 
to prevent trouble and received a cut in 
the back. The crowd then closed in 
and tbe Shorters disappeared. 

When the police were notified they 
searched the boarding houses at Quincy 
Neck, but they could not be found. 
Knowing that the men belonged in the 
south it was surmised that they would 
head in that direction. Inspector 
McKay and Officer Bradley took the 8,08 
train for Boston intending to watch the 
New York trains. When the train 
reached the Pope’s Hill station the two 
men boarded the train and the Quincy 
officers did not lose sight of them again 
until they were locked up inthe Quincy 
police station, 

The two Shorters were arraigned in 
court for assault with a dangerous 
weapon. The cases were continued un- 
next Monday. F

Bousekold Receipts. 


Shelled Beans, Put the beans on to 
cook in boiling water. When using the 
cranberry or other dark beans turn off 
the water after ten minutes and add 
fresh boiling water.

Take 
two tablespoons of butter and halt a 
cup of sugar, and stir toa cream; add 
one cup of milk; then stir in two and a 
half cups of flour, into which two heap- 
ing teaspoons of baking powder has 
been sifted; add the beaten whites of 
three eggs; finally add one quart of 
berries; pour into a buttered pudding 
dish and bake in a moderate oven three- 
quarters of an hour, and serve with a 
hot sauce, 


White Velvet Sherbet. Use the juice 
of six lemons and the thinly shaved 
peel of two soaked in the juice half an 
hour. Strain the juice, and add enough 
sugar to make a thick batter. It us- 
ually requires about a cupful to each 
lemon. Add three pints of milk, and 
turn at once into a freezer packed with 
three parts of broken ice and one 
rock salt. Turn slowly at first, and 
when it begins to thicken turn rapidly 
until stiff. Add more ice and salt and 
let it stand for at least two be-

Quincy Young Ladies Abroad.} Tramps and New Women. 


A party of five Quincy young ladies 
sailed from Boston on the S. S. Vaa- 
couver, Saturday, June 6, for a three 
months’ tour of Europe. The following 
letter of Miss Etta M. Prescott was not 
written for publication, but will be 
found of interest, and will be followed 
by others: 

On Board S. S. Vancouver. 
June 18, 1903. 

Well, we are on the blaoe Mediterra- 
nean, but it is not blue. Don’t blame 
the sea though, for the sky has that 
white grey color. It is lovely sailing 
these last two days; ever since Sunday 
in fact. I am dressed thinner than any 
day before, and those who have cotton 
waists have brought them forth. We 
are sitting here op deck without hat 
or coat or rugs. 

We lost time in leaving the Azores, 
so the next question stirring people all 
up was ‘‘would we get to Gibralter in 
time to see it before dark?’’ It is the 
most amusing thing the different 
stories that start and float around the 
ship. They say, and they say, until if 
one believes all, one worries all the 
time. 

You know I do not cross bridges, etc.., 
and in this case it would have been fool- 
ish, for we had the best luck imagin- 
able. We began to see land Tuesday 
morning at breakfast time, and this 
was Cape St. Vincent, the first point of 
Portugal. This we followed along dur- 
ing the forenoon, and then went out of 
sight of land again as we steamed 
toward Gibralter. 

We did not see land again until about 
five o'clock. Iam becoming very ex- 
pert in discovering land as it first ap- 
pears asa dim cloud. As we got near 
enough to see, there were bald cliffs, 
reddish sandy looking, reminding me 
of Mexico. Soon points could be seen 
on the other side and that was 
Africa's barren shore. But that did 
not come up wonderfully bright. 

We all got up in the bow to see if 
there was a chance of getting a glimpse 
of ‘‘Gibbie.’’ But now we koow for 
sure we could uot see it before dark. 
There were sixteen passengers to land 
there. Passports and lot of red tape 
needed by people going there to stay, 
and as it turned out, no landing could 
be made after a certain hour in the 
evening. Wedid not know this and 
were afraid passengers would be landed 
and we go on and see nothing. 

Well, we just had a treat. We came 
into the harbor at nine in the evening. 
There was this great black shadow up 
in front of us, and hundreds of twink- 
ling lights along the shore, extending 
half way up its slope. There were dots 
of light on the water and these were 
English men-of-war. : 

As we slowed down, rockets were 
thrown from the steamer to announce 
our coming, avd soon an answering 
flash came from the very top of the 
height where the sigoal station is. 
And then a light shot out from the 
shore and a boat danced toward us. 
Our papers were examined, and we, 
not knowing what is going on, are ov 
the anxious seat. 

Word comes that we can land at six 
in the moroing, and stay until eight. 
Whoops of joy! We all troop to the 
dining saloon and eat, instead of going 
to bed as we should, in view of the 
fact that we were to get up at five 
o'clock. And everybody seemed to talk 
after they went to bed. 

The stewardess poked all manner of 
fan at us in the morning because she 
found us up when she came to call us, 
This is a side of steamer life I did not 
know about; trotting around to get 
everybody up. Of course, though, 
everyone can stay in bed if they want 
to, and have their breakfast brought to 


them. 
Well, we gulped coffee and ate 


crackers, and rushed for the small boat.

The Thunder’s Long Roll. 


The prolonged roll of thunder is 
readily explained by comparison with a 
volley fired along a line of troops.

He was then made first minister of the 
United States, to (ireat Britain, for his 
diplomatic skill, his integrity, and his 
courage. 

After the adoption of a constitution 
by the United States, Mr. Adams re- 
turned home, and was elected to fill the 
office of vice-president, which he held 
eight years, when President Washing- 
ton retired, and he was elected presi- 
dent. When his term of office expired,

Jobn Quincy Adams, the sixth Presi- 
deut of the United States, was born in 
Braintree, now Quincy, July 11, 1767, 
one hundred and thirty-six years ago, 
today. Wherever John Adams, the 
father went, he was accompanied by 
John Qaincy Adams, the son, whether 
it was to the royal courts of Europe, 
or elsewhere, thereby educating the son 
in the diplomatic service. 

Mr. Adams was educated in the law, 
and in consideration of his knowledge 
of the diplomatic service, he was ap- 
pointed minister, successively, to the 
Netberlands, to Portugal, and to 
Prussia. In 1802, he was chosen to the 
Massachusetts senate, and the next 
year to the United States senate. In 
1806, he accepted a position as Pro- 
fessor of Rhetoric in Harvard Univer- 
sity. In 1809, President Madison ap- 
pointed him minister to Russia, and in 
1814, he was one of the commissioners 
who negotiated the peace between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
known as the Treaty of Ghent. When 
James Munroe became President, he 
made Mr. Adams his secretary of state, 
retaining that office eight years.

To Speed Warships. 


Friday the United States battle- 
ship Kearsarge left Portsmouth, Eng. 
for home on a speed trial. 

Capt. Hemphill received  instruc- 
tions to clean the warship’s propellers, 
fill her bunkers with the best coal and 
go at the highest speed, with natural 
draft, to Frenchmans bay, Me. 

This is said to be the first occasion 
in time of peace that an American 
battleship has been subject to such a 
severe test. It recalls a similar voyage 
of the battleship Oregon during the 
war with Spain. 

By the route that Capt. Hemphill has 
selected, the Kearsarge must steam 
2,852 miles. On her way to Southamp- 
ton she made 3,245 miles. 

Capt. Hemphill commanded the Buf- 
fulo, which established the record of 39 
days on the run from New York to 
Manila, and the officers of the Kear- 
sarge are satisfied that with the excel- 
lent coal supplied and the vessel’s mod- 
erately clean bottom; the record for a 
battleship ran will be broken. 

It is estimated that 1500 tons of coal 
will bring the Kearsarge across at 13 1-2 
knots an hour within 10 days, provided 
good weather is encountered.

A Cheap Ride. 


Probably the longest trolley ride from 
Quincy for ten cents is that to Arling- 
ton Heights, which can be reached by 
several routes. It is a vory pratty ride 
offering great variety of travel and 
scenery. 

The fare from any part of Quincy to 
Neponset is five cents. At Neponset 
take an Elevated car for the Dudley 
Street terminal, and the Elevated train 
there. At Dover street get a free street 
transfer upon alighting from train and 
take a Harvard Square car on Dover 
street for Cambridge via of Charles 
street. At Harvard Square or the trans- 
fer station this side, get a free transfer 
on the sidewalk for Arlington Heights, 
the terminus of the five-cent fare. 
Time, about two hours; uumber of 
cars, five or six; distance, 16 to 20 
miles; fare, 10 cents. 

The trip home can be varied by taking 
at Arlington Heights an Elevated car 
which runs direct through Somerville 
to the Sullivan Square terminal, Trans- 
fer there without check to any Elevat- 
ed train and transfer if necessary at a 
station on the loop for Dudley Street; 
thence by a Neponset bridge car with- 
out check to Neponset, all for five 
cents; another five cent fare takes one 
to any part of Quincy or Houghs Neck. 

The above round trip is cheap at 
twenty cents, but could probably be 
made for fifteen cents by omitting that 
part between Arlingtun Centre and 
Arlington Heights, taking a free trans- 
fer at the former station for Sallivan 
Square car.

New Power Plant. 


Work on the foundation of the large 
new power plant of the Old Colony 
street railway at Quincy Point is pro- 
gressing favorably, although owing to 
the nature of the ground work is neces- 
sarily slow. The land where the build- 
ings are to be erected is sandy, and in 
order to get a solid foundation for the 
heavy machinery it is necessary to exca- 
vate quite deep, and as the land is but 
little above the water level, progress 
can not be other than slow. After the 
excavating the holes are filled with 
concrete so that they are perfectly 
solid. 

A good part of the concrete foundation 
already in place, and a large gang of 
men are at work nightand day. No 
less than seven engines are located 
about the works which are kept at 
work pumping water and hoisting the 
material excavated. 

One of the two large stacks is nearly 
completed. This stack is 125 feet high 
and rests on a foundation 28 feet square. 

When completed the plant will be one 
of the most modern. It wil) be equiped 
with turbine engines which are very 
powerful and occupy but little space.

At Danvers five buildings were struck, 
telegraph wires disabled,trees shattered 
and William F, Putnam's barn, with 
ten tons of hay burned. 

The residence of George L. Beals in 
Salem was badly damaged. The bolt 
struck the chimney, splitting it nearly 
to the ground; furniture overturned, 
and the interior of the house generally 
wrecked; but the most remarkable 
feature was that none of the occupants 
suffered a slight shock. 


Terrific Explosion. 


Two small gunpowder magazines of 
the United States cartridge company, 
on the banks of the Concord river, in 
the town of Tewskbury, two miles from 
the centre of the city of Lowell, ex- 
ploded at 9.06 on Wednesday morning 
last. The shock was distinctly heard 
by many of our citizens, thirty or more 
miles away. Some twenty persons were 
killed and two to three times that num- 
ber injured. Half a dozen men were 
sent to remove the powder, s0 as to 
have the fivor fixed, and it is supposed 
that 
caused the explosion. 

The magazines were built wany years 
ago away from all other buildings, and 
no accident has ever occurred previous 
to this sad disaster. Of late years 
many cheap houses have been erected 
within a few hundred feet of the maga- 
zines,and the most of them on Wednes- 
day were blown to atoms. Seventy 
houses were destroyed, and 200 or more 
injured by breaking of glass, etc.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Aug. 3, 1903. 

A startling story of ‘‘graft’’ was 
made public today when the District 
of Columbia grand jury brought in in- 
dictments against August W. Machen, 
former general superintendent of free 
delivery in the Post Office Department 
and seven of his confederates, 
which revealed the fact that on four 
contracts made on behalf of the Post- 
office Department Machen had secured 
a ‘‘rake off*’ aggregating $75,000. 
While, of course, Machen did not per- 
sonally profit to the full extent of this 
amount, being obliged to divide with 
the many confederates who participated 
in his fraudulent proceedings, that is 
the amount which he has defrauded the 
government on these four contracts 
alone, while on other contracts already 
unearthed, enough more had been fraud- 
ulently secured to bring the aggregate, 
asa result of Machen'’s machinations 
alone, up to approximately $100,000. 
From the evidence produced before the 
grand jury it appears that Machen bas 
been conducting his fraudulent opera-

tions ever since 1892 and _ possibly 
longer. 
Along with Muchen wera indicted 


William C. Long, formerly of Xenia, 
Ohio, but for some time of Washington, 
Maurice Runkle of New York, John T. 
Cupper, the mayor of Lockhaven, Pa., 
William Gordon Crawford, manager of 
the Postal Lock and Device Company 
of New York, and one time deputy 
auditor for the Postoffice Department. 
{Indictments on fresh counts were also 
brought in against Machen, Mr. and 
Mrs. George E. Lorenz of Ohio, Leopold 
J. Sternof Baltimore, Md., and Thomas 
W. MacGregor, formerly a clerk in the 
rural free delivery division. While the 
number of indictments exceeds four 
counts, there are really four  con- 
tracts on which they are based. It 
appears that in two instances Machen 
awarded contracts for letter carriers’ 
satchels or bags, the specifications 
calling for leather shoulder straps. He 
then purchased, at the expense of the 
government, these straps and had them 
delivered to the manufacturers of the sat- 
chels while he divided with his confeder- 
ates the saving so affected, about 25 cents 
per strap on many thousand satchels. 
The third contract called fur small 
leather cases ysed by carriers. These 
were purchased without competition at 
a cost of 90 cents each, that being 60 
cents in excess of a fair price, and 
Machen and his pals divided the 60 
cents. In the fourth instance Machen 
gave to Mayor Cuppera contract to 
paint all letter boxes, although the 
contract with the manufacturers of the 
boxes required them to paint the boxes. 
On this deal alone Machen, Cupper 


and Long divided between them 
$19, 000. 

In the light of the wholesale corrup- 
tion practiced by Machen during 


several administrations it would appear 
that there were no recent postmasters 
general who had a right to boast of 
their administrations, which have been 
so occupied with securing places for 
political proteges as to be utterly ob- 
livious of such systematic and unbiush- 
ing rascality. The grand jury is stil! 
considering other cases, and there is, as 
yet, no telling when the investigation 
will end or the extent of ecorraption 
that will be ultimately revealed. In 
this connection it may be said that 
there is no truth in the reports sent out 
from Washington aad from Oyster Bay 
to the effect that President Roosevelt 
has taken steps to hasten the completion 
of the investigation, his only instruc- 
tions having been to conduct the affair 
so thoroughly that no guilty person 
shall escape the dragnet. It is also 
worthy of note that while stories of 
corruption in Machen’s division have 
long been in circulation, no attention 
was paid to them and it is doubtful if 
any would have been, bad not the 
President appointed as First Assistant 
Postmaster General, Robert J. Wynne, 
a former newspaper correspondent. Mr. 
Wynne almost immediately discovered 
that rascality was being practiced and 
brought the matter so forcibly to the 
attention of the President that he 
ordered Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
General Bristow to inaugurate the in- 
vestigation which has yielded such 
abundant ‘‘pay dirt,’’ to use the Post- 
master General's favorite expression. 
As a result of the arbitrary action of 
the bookbinders’ union and the supine 
yielding to the demands of the union 
by Public Printer Palmer, another in- 
vestigation isto be inagurated which 
it is predicted by some will yield as 
rich a harvest of scandal as bas that in 
the Post-office Department. Having 
reinstated Miller, who was discharged 
from bis position of assistant foreman 
of the bindery in the Goverment Print- 
ing office, the President has determin- 
ed to institute an investigation of the 
methods prevailing in that establish- 
ment, as a result of which the cost of 
printing and binding dune in the Gov- 
ernment office is from 50 to 150 per 
cent greater than it would be were the 
work done ion a private establishment. 
Doubtless this investigation was first 
decided upon because of the impression 
that a rule of the bookbinders’ union, 
which limits the task of each employe, 
was the occasion of the increased cost. 
When advised of the President’s inten- 
tion, officers of the union informed 
your correspondent that they would 
welvome such an investigation. They 
admitted that the cost of work in the 
Government Prioting Office was inordi- 
nate, but asserted that it was due in a 
‘‘leak"* and not to their rules. What 
the leak is they declined to say al- 
though they hinted at jobbery in the 
purchase of supplie+, ete., There have 
long been rumvrs to this effect and it 
may be that when Secretary Cortelyou, 
under whose supervision the proposed 
investigation will be conducted, inserts 
the probe, he may find a condition o 
affairs equally as corrupt as that which 
; has been found to exist in the Post- 


office Department.

Tussle With a Burglar. 


Charles W. Clifford and his boarder, 
Arthur Heal, bad a savage fight with a 
Negro burglar early Tuesday morning at 
Mr. Clifford's residence at 225 Newport 
avenue. 

It was about 2 o'clock when Mrs. 
Clifford awoke and discovered that the 
light which was usually left burning in 
the lower ball had gone out. She also 
thought that she heard someone moving 
about down stairs. She awoke her hus- 
band, who in turn aroused Mr. Heal, 
and the two started down stairs with a 
lamp to investigate. 

As they approached the door leading 
to a back room th-v saw a Negro 
evidently waiting thei Yrs. 

Setting the lamp dow® they grabbed 
the fellow and threw him to the floor 
and got on top of him. At this the 
Negro drew a razor and began to slash 
upward atthe men. Mr. Clifford re- 
ceived a number of slashes on the face, 
and Mr. Heal a long deep slash on the 
back of the neck. 

Both men soon became blinded by 
blood, and releasing their hold, the 
Negro threw them off and ran out of 
the back door, which had been left 
open and dissappeared. 

Mr. Clifford’s face was badly slashed 
and he bled profusely. His wounds 
are not necessarily dangerous. Mr. 
Heal’s wound is a dangerous one, and 
Dr. Record and Dr. Adams, who were 
summoned, have serious doubts as to 
his recovery. ; 

Officer Kelliher, whe is on duty at 
Wollaston, says that he saw a man run 
unto the railroad track and he gave 
chase. The electric street lights had 
gone out, and it was so dark that he 
could see but little. After he had 
chased the fellow a short distance the 
sound made the fellow running, 
stopped and the oflicer lost all trace of 
him. 

It was nearly an hour after the affair 
before the police were notified, and by 
that time the fellow had made good 
his escape. 

Later, in the morning, Officer Murray 
who was walking along the railroad 
track, looking for evidence, came across 
a man's vest and trousers in Shep- 
pard’s coal yard on Granite street. Ex- 
amination showed them to be covered 
with blood, and it isthought they were 
thrown there by the Negro. The fellow 
left a soft felt black hat in the Clifford 
house when he ran. 

Upon examining the clothing left by 
the burglar it was found that the trou- 
sers measured 29 inches, so that the fel- 
low must have been a short man. In 
the pocket was a brass chain, and a 
key ring containing two small keys. 
There was also an enamel pin which has 


by 


since been identified as the pin worn by 
members of the Butchers’ Union. 

Entrance to Mr. Clifford’s house was 
made by a back window, the fellow 
standing on a barrel to open the win- 
dow. 

When discovered the back door was 
open and he could have easily escaped 
without a tussle had he so desired. 

All that Mr. Clifford has missed is 
$3 in money taken from his clothing in 
his bed chamber. 

Dr. Record who with Dr. Adams was 
called to attend the wounded men says 
that Heal’s injuries are the more 
serious as be had what is called a 
ent throat. This was probably the 
first cut he received. Itis under the 
chin and three inches long. 


His other wounds consist of cuts on 
the arm, leg and back of the neck. 
Mr. Clifford was cut on the forehead 


and down the cheek, also on his arm. 

lnspector McKay of Quincy made up 
his mind that the man who committed 
the assault had gone toward Brockton 
and he directed his line of search in 
that vicinity: He with Officer Heaney 
of Randolph and Officer Crooker of 
Holbrook, searching all day, 
found Scott under a railrvad bridge in 
Stoughton. 

He was thought to be the man wanted 
and was brought to Quincy. His de- 
scription tallies with that given by Mr. 
Clifford. He is short and stout and 
5 feet, 7 inches, tall. 

When questioned by Inspector McKay, 
he said that he was a

home was in Brooklyn, N. Y. ° 

When arrested he had on a straw hat, 
an undershirt and blue sweater, and a 
coat and trousers similar to those found 
in Sheppard's coal yard. 

He had nv outer shirt vest and 
there was a blood spot on his pants. 

When he was brought to the Police 
station the hat found at Mr. Clifford’s 
house fitted him, as did also the vest 
found in Sheppard’s coal yard. He had 
one or two cuts on his hand, but says 
he got them while working at his trade. 

Wednesday Scott was arraignéd for 
being a tramp, and the case was con- 
tinued until Thursday morning. 


There was another large crowd at the 
court room Thursday, anxious to 
get a look at Sam Scott, the man whom 
the police believe to be the party who 
made the murderous assault on Charles 
W. Clifford and George Heal at Wollas- 
ton on Tuesday morning. 

Inspector McKay who has been hard 
at work upon the case, swore out a new 
warrant that morning which charged 
Scott with breaking and entering the 
house of Charles W. Clifford with in- 
tent to commit larceny. He pleaded 
not guilty. 

Among those present at the cout 
this morning was James O. Sypher of 
Braintree. Mr. Sypher positively identi- 
fied Scott as the Negro whom he met 
about 10 o’clock Tuesday morning on 
Meadow road, Braintree. Scott at that 
time was walking toward East Brain- 
tree. 

Michael Branley was with Mr. Sypher 
at the time and their attention was at- 
tracted to the Negro because he had a 
handkerchief on his head in place of a 
hat. 

The haudkerchief was tied with four 
knots so as to hold it in place. 

When the Negro saw the men looking 
at him he shouted, ‘‘You don’t see a 
coon here very often.’’ 

To this Mr. Sypher replied, ‘Yes, 
there is one down the road and he is a 
plagued good fellow.’ The man Mr. 
Sypher had in'mind was Jim Leften, 
who works for a Mr. Libby. 

The shoes and shirts worn by the 
burglar who made the murderous as- 
sault were found in a clump of bushes 
side of the railroad track north of the 
Wollaston depot and a short distance 
from Mr. Clifford’s house. 

Upon being further questioned, Scott 
said that the straw hat and coat he 
wore when arrested were given him by 
a woman in Braintree. He volunteered 
to show the police the house and the 
team was headed for Braintree. 

They found the place all right and 
the woman proved to be Mrs. Ellen 
Brown, who resides on Middle street. 

Mrs. Brown readily recognized the 
Negro and the coat and hat. 

Mrs. Brown, in conversation, said 
that the Negro came to ber house 
Tuesday morning bareheaded and with- 
out any outer shirt on, and asked for 
something to eat. She noticed that he 
was shaking and acting nervous but 
atiributed it to the fact that he was 
scantily clothed, 

She then gave him the coat and hat, 
and the Negro started in to saw some 


wood while she entered the house to 
prepare him something to eat. 

She came out with the food a few 
minutes later, and was surprised to find 
that the Negro had gone. 

She fally identified Scott as the man. 

Inspector McKay then asked fora 
continuance until next Thursday, which

If I 
could not read a word, if I were blind 
and deaf, I would take a newspaper and 
have it thrown at my gate, so that when 
people passed by my home they would 
know there is a man who is interested 
in the welfare and upbuilding of his 
community. Let our motto be: The 
newspapers and the public schools are 
the universities of the people.—Prof.

Corn Chowder. One quart raw sweet 
corn, one quart sliced potatoes, two- 
inch cube salt pork, one onion sliced, 
two teaspoonfuls salt, one-half teaspoon- 
ful pepper, one tablespoonful sugar, one 
pint sliced tomatoes, two tablespoon- 
fuls butter, two tablespoonfuls flour, 
one pint milk, six butter crackers. 


Scalloped Veal. Mince cold veal: 
boil an onion in milk, strain, butter a 
baking dish; alternate layers of bread 
crumbs and veal; season with butter, 
pepper and salt. Let the last layer be 
crumbs. Pour the milk over; add 
water or suup stock to make quite 
moist. Cover and bake for half an 
hour, remove cover and brown. 


Corn Oysters. Grate the corn from 
a dozen ears; to a pint of the pulp 
allow three eggs, two tablespoonfuls of 
flour, one-half teaspoonful of salt and a 
pinch of pepper. Beat the yolks of the 
eggs, add to the corn, then stir in the 
whites, with seasoning; drop by spoon- 
fuls in boiling fat. When 
one side turn over. Serve very hot.

The Redskin is a handsome schooner, 
65 feet over all, 38-8 water length, and 
5-foot draught, and was built by 
Embree Bros. of Quincy in 1900. 

The yacht left Boston about 12 M., 
and for over two hoursa delightful 
sail was enjoyed. Capt. Sturtevant was 
making for Hull whenthe squall,at 2.20 
came up, and it found them in the 
worst place in the bay, Hull gut. The 
Post reports what happened as follows, 
but has exaggerated the facts somewhat: 

Hull Gut, so often in the past the 
scene of death and disaster, came near 
to adding another chapter to its tragic 
history Thursday afternoon, when the 
schooner Redskin, with nine men 
aboard, was struck by a squall and 
capsized in the very midst of the 
seething maelstrom. 

For more than an hour the overturned 
schooner, with nine despairing men 
clinging to the guowalo, washed and 
drifted about among the eddies, until 
the government steamer Mayflower and 
the Hull life saving crew came to their 
rescue. 

In the midst of the fearful storm that 
nearly tore a score or more of the small- 
er craft at anchor in the bay from their 
moorings, the crew and passengers on 
the Redskin, clinging in terror to the 
overturned boat, were swept wildly 
about, every instant expecting to be 
torn from their dangerous position by 
the waves in which they were almost 
continually engulfed. 

At the same time asmall-sized yacht, 
the name of which, as well as those of 
its two occupauts, is as yet unknown, 
was capsized but a short distance from 
the big schoonerand whirled on through 
the gut toward Peddock’s Island. 

Those on the Redskin could plainly 
hear the cries for help from the men on 
the smaller boat, but they were in no 
position to render aid. Fearing to lose 
their hold upon the schooner, they 
were compelled to see the two un- 
fortunates drift away in the distance 
without being able to help them in any 
way. 

Drenched by the waves which swept 
continually over their little craft, the 
two unfortunates finally ceased to call 
for aid. At last accounts the yacht, al- 
most entirely under water, was seen 
drifting south of Peddock’s and out to 
sea. Nothing was seen or heard of its 
two occupants, and it is feared that 
they perished. 

The Redskin, a trim little pleasure 
schooner of some 30 tons, is one of the 
fastest and best known vessels of its 
kind in these waters, All along the 
coast, from Portland to Provincetown, 
its gleaming reds side and cutter-like 
shape are known to yachtsmen and 
sailors alike. So is its captain, W. W. 
Staples, who has been sailing her for 
several years past. The two other 
members of the crew are the captain’s 
son, Melvin, and Calvin Stockbridge. 

The schooner is owned by Messrs. J. 
L. and W. H. Sturtevant of Quincy, 
and yesterday, with a party of four 
well known business men of that town, 
including Mr. J. C. Morse and Mr. 
Emery, a leather dealer of the same 
place, they started at 12 o’clock from 
South Boston on a pleasure trip. 

For two hours or more, according t> 
Captain Staples, the scheoner lay be- 
calmed between Moon and Peddock’s 

islands, and it was nearly 3 o'clock 
when the entrance to Hull Gut was 
reached,

L. Sturtevant, by the capiain’s direc- 
tions, had started to pull on the main 
sheet. 

Struck by the full violence of the gale, 
the schooner careened and fell squarely 
on its side, the big sails striking the 
water with a slap that was heard hun- 
dreds of yards away. 

Luckily, as the boat toppled over all 
hands, with the exception of J. L. 
Sturtevant, who held on to the main 
sheet, sprang to the other side, and 
clutched desperately atthe gunwale. By 
a superhuman effort Sturtevant was 
finally able to get a grasp on the deck 
and was then pulled up beside the 
others. 

In full view of hundreds along the 
shore, as well as those on the Pember- 
ton pier, who had witnessed the acci- 
dent, the nine drenched and frightened 
occupants drifted inand vut through the 
gut, while those at Hull were preparing 
to set about the work of rescue. 

Word was atonce sentto the Hull 
life-saving station, and the buoy-tender 
Mayflower communicated with. Still 
it was almost a whole hour before the 
rescuers reached the side of the 
capsized schooner. 

By this time the Redskin, floating 
helplessly upon its side, had drifted 
almost two miles. The waves which 
ran exceedingly high for a while 
washed repeatedly over the side of the 
achooner, drenching the boat and its 
occupants, and several times the men 
were nearly torn by the grasp of the 
sea from their perilous position. Still, 
with the courage born of despair,. they 


held grimly on until succor finally 
reached them. 
In the meantime the small yacht 


mentioned above, with the two un- 
furtunates clinging in the same relative 
position as those upon the Redskin, 
and which had been overturned at the 
same time as the latter, drifted by 
them, within a bundred yards and in 
the direction of Peddock’s Island. 
Finally the Mayflower, witb the life- 
saving crew on board arrived. The 
men were at once transferred to tbe 
government boat and then a rope rigged 
to the latter's derrick mast was hitched 


to the mainmast of the capsized 
schooner. In this way the latter was 
righted. It was found that no apparent 


injury had been sustained. 

The party was at once taken on sbore, 
and after a change of clothing had been 
effected they returned at once by traia

A Novel Claim. 


One often hears shippers kicking be- 
cause of delays in the arrival at their 
destination of goods shipped from 
Quincy, and itnotunfrequently happens 
that a claim is made of the railroad for 
damages owing to the delay. It re- 
mained however fora Quincy granite 
manufacturer to make akick and a 
claim for damages because goods ar- 
rived at their destination too soon, 
The best part of it is, however, that 
he will probably get his claim. 

Sometime last month Thomas «& 
Miller shipped to London, O., via the 
Star Union line of the Pennsylvania R. 
R. The firm figured it out by past ex- 
perience that two weeks would be 
required to land the monument in Lon- 
don, 

Not desiring to arrive in London be- 
fore the job, a representative of the 
firm left Quincy eleven days later to 
set the job. When he arrived in London 
he was surprised to learn that the mon- 
umeot had arrived in four days after it 
left Quincy and that before he could 
get it he must pay $7 demurage. 

He objected but finally paid the bill 
and then filed a claim with the railroad 
for $7 on account of quick delivery. 
A second consignment shipped by the 
firm also arrived in four days. The 
claim is now before the railroad and it 
is understood that as they consider it a 
good advertisement they will pay the $7. 

Thomas & Miller have received word 
from the Boston agent of the Star Union 
line of the Pennsylvania railroad allow- 
ing his claim for $7, by reason of goods 
shipped by him arriving at their desti- 
nation much quicker than he anticipa- 
ted. The amount will be paid this 
week, This claim was a unique one 
and without parallel in the history of 
railroading. Mr. Miller figured it out 
that his shipment of granite would 
arrivs iu London, O., in about two 
weeks. Instead of that they arrived in 
four days and he was obliged to pay 
demurrage charges of $7. He then put 
ina claim for that sum whicb he has 
been allowed. 


Library Trustees. 


Since its establishment 1871 the pub- 
lic library of Quincy has been governed 
by trustees, six in oumber, who were 
elected under the town government,and 
are appointed by the Mayor, under the 
city government. 

Since the gift of Thomas Crane 
memorial hall, the institution has been 
known as the Thomas Crane public 
library. 

During the 33 years there have been 
City Clerk H. A. Keith 
being the only trustee who was on the 
original board, and who has served 
continuously since.

Several of onr exchanges are remon- 
strating against the high tax rates in 
their towns, and a reaction is probably 
if the taxpayers become active.

Notes and Comments. 


Even the rich city of Newton finds it 
necessary to increase its tax rate to 
$16.40 per $1,000. 


The total town tax of Randolph is 
but $39,845.87, but it is as hard to 
raise as the big sums assessed in cities. 

Milton’s tax rate this year is $13 per 
$1000, an increase of over 25 ceaots over 
last year. 


Needham has jumped over Quincy in 


the wrong direction; her tax rate has 
increased from $14.50 to $18.50, 


Athol, one of the big towns in the 
western part of the state, has a tax 
rate of $23 this year; an increase of 
only $4.50 per $1000. 


Another try {today fur a leg for 
the America’s cup.

The strect railways have more than 
doubled their traffic, nearly trebled their 
mileage and increased their capitaliza- 
tion fivefold since 1890, according to 
the census experts.

Crane, the city’s benefactor in 1803. 
A centennial celebration will recall the 
earlier days of the nineteenth century, 
and it is well occasionally to review 
the past. The progress in Quincy has 
been greater since 1880 than in the 
eighty to ninety years before that date. 


**Quincy the euly city to show a de- 
crease. ’’ Tbat sounds well in the 
Globe's summary of tax rates in Greater 
Boston. The rates of Boston, Brook- 
line and Nahant remain as last year, 
but the others are as follows:

Twenty-one of the hand engines en- 
tered at the muster at Salem made a 
record of over 200 feet, and all played 
over 170 feet.

The latest move of Mayor Bryant for 
better order at the shore resorts of 
Quincy is inthe right direction, and 
is something that was needed. It is 
unfortunate that it should have been 
delayed until the clash at Quincy Woods 
which resulted fatally to a Quincy man 
at the hands of Cambridge toughs. 
Sunday picnics should not be encourag- 
ed anywhere, and where beer is the 
principal item they are very objection- 
able. Not only Quincy Woods and 
vicinity are to have protection but also 
the Wollaston and Atlantic beaches 
along Quincy bay. 


Although the greater part of the 
Blue Hills reservation is in Quincy, the 
park has not been accessible to Quincy 
people until Sunday, and now it isa 
more roundabout way to reach ‘‘Big 
Blue’’ than it is for Boston or even 
towns north of Boston. However, if 
the Old Colony street railway advertises 
the new route from Mattapan to Canton 
it is sure to have a large travel via 
West Quincy and Milton. The time- 
table between East Milton and Mattapan 
should be arranged so that good time 
can be made. The distance by rail is 
six to seven miles, but the view from 
the top of Big Blue would well repay a 
journey of fifty miles. 


As a family, the relatives of the late 
Thomas Crane would not care to be 
prominent in the proposed celebration 
of the centennial birthday of Thomas 
Crane. But this is one of the strong 
traits of the benefactor of Quincy and 
his family, which makes it a pleasure 
for the people of Quincy to do them 
honor, All admire such qualities ina 
man or family which has achieved suc- 
cess. The acquisition of money makes 
no difference with them. They are 
friendly with all; not arrogant or ex- 
clusive. The late Thomas Craoce revered 
Quincy, which led him to cause the 
beautiful public library to be erected. 
To celebrate his centennial birthday 
would but feebly show our appreciation. 


South Quincy people who have looked 
fora pretty new railroad station on 
Presidents avenue, willbe disappointed 
to learn that the land which the N. Y., 
N. H. & H. R. R. purchased some 
years ago for the purpose will be con- 
verted into a freight yard. Neither 
will the encroachment of business on 
the east side be welcomed, but the 
freight yard to be established will be 
convenient for the mercantile establish- 
ments of Quincy as well as South 
Quincy. The increase of freight to 
and from the Quincy stations is some- 
thing remarkable, and the accommoda- 
tions inthe past have been poor and 
inadequate, It is well to wake up to 
the fact that Quincy is growing. 


As the Herald notes, the Blue Hill 
reservation is now accessible to the 
Boston street railway district for a ten- 
cent fare. This does not include 
Quincy, but does include all parts 
of Bostop, and also Brookline, Newton, 
Cambridge, Somerville, Medford, Mel- 
rose, Arlington, Chelsea and other 
cities. This item should be taken into 
consideration when the assessments for 
Metropolitan parks is next apportioned. 

The Herald adds: ‘‘A trolley line 
approach may some day give access to 
the eastern section of the Blue Hills 
range by the picturesque winding 
Furnace parkway from Quincy, con- 
necting with the Quincy Shore reserva- 
tion of the Metropolitan system.’’ 
When that day comes Quincy will get 
some benefit from the Blue Hills reser- 
vation, and will be willing to pay a 
just assessment annually, 


The Late Thomas Crane. 


The Quincy Patriot has interviewed 
several Quincy gentlemen relative to 
the observing the ceatennial birthday 
of Thomas Crane, the benefactor of 
Quincy and will present their views 
later.

I believe 
it to be a good thing to observeall such 
events as it would stimulate others to 
leave lasting memorials. If money left 
the city for such purposes was used as 
it was intended to be, as in the case of 
the Thomas Crane Public Library, rich 
men would feel more like leaving money 
to the city. As to the form the ob- 
servance of the centennial should take. 
I believe the family of Mr. Crane should 
be consulted and their wishes in the 
matter carried out. 

Boston, 17 May, 1882. 

In the book describing the dedication 
of the Thomas Crane public library 
building issued in 1882, Albert B. Otis 
contributes the following at the request 
of C. F, Adams: 

Dear Sir,—In compliance with your 
request, I am glad to state my im- 
pressions of the personal appearance, 
life and character of the late Thomas 
Crane. 

Mr. Crane was a man of strong and 
distinct presence. His figure was 
muscular and well set, of the medium 
height, with broad shonlders. 

The hairand beard, atthe time of my 
acquaintance with him, were white and 
abundant,—the complexion somewhat 
florid. 

His forbead was wide and bigh,—the 
nose aquiline; the eyes were clear, full 
and ofa bluish gray. ‘Tbe glance was 
keen, yet straightforward and sincere, 
with often an expression of the kindest 
humor. 

It might be fairly said that his face 
did not so much invite confidence as 
inspire it. He always struck me as 
possessing real solidity of judgment. 

Although relying firmly upon his 
own conclusions, and very presistent in 
carrying them to practical results, he 
was notably modest in statement, —in- 
deed, quiet and unobtrusive in all bis 
ways, 

I fancy that bebind his shrewd 
worldly sense there was a deep stratum 
of sentiment. He looked upon the 
fuibles of his fellow-men with a mild 
and humorous tolerance,—upon their 
more serious faults with a genuine and 
belpful sympathy. I doubt, however, 
if he has sufficient charity for show 
and pretence. 

In all his family relations he was 
most tender and indulgent. In political 
opinion a Radical, he took an ardent 
interest in public affairs, and gave a 
generous support to the government 
during the war. To his church he was 
devotedly attached and constant in its 
service, 

In brief he was a New England man 
of the best sort in all his instincts and 
aspirations, tenderly revering his old 
home, grateful for his prosperity, up- 
right, candid and true, of a clear-grain- 
ed common sense, industrious, doing 
every day a full and worthy day's work, 
with no consciousness of great excel- 
lence, yet thoroughly self-respecting. 

It seems to me that the lines from 
Wither’s ‘*Motto’’ may well be said 
in bis praise:— 

“TI have not been asbamed to confess 
My lowest fortunes. or the kindnesses 
Of poorest men; nor have I proud been made, 
By any favcr from a great man bad. 

Nor ever for preferment, made I shows 

Ot what I was not.”

Divine Authority. 


Mrs. T. Grant of 68 Washington 
street has also written to the Post ber 
opinions onthe subject: Should ‘‘obey’’ 
be omitted from the marriage service? 
She says: ‘‘No, for as it was placed 
there by divine authority it should re- 
main. As man was first created, he 
naturally comes first, and, in my 
opinion, holds first place. Woman is 
the weaker, and consequently should 
look up to man as her protector. He 
is the ‘‘sturdy oak,’’ she the ‘‘clinging 
vine,’’ and, as the home is the king- 
dom, so the man should be king. 

‘‘In a marriage where love and con- 
fidence exist, the word obey has but a 
literal sound. It is not hard to obey 
where love is master. If the words of 
the marriage service were attended to 
more strictly, we would not see so 
many unhappy ones seeking the divorce 
courts for relief. 

‘*Of course, the word ‘‘obey’’ can be 
construed to mean slavery, but there 
is no love or confidence where that 
state of affairs exists. So I say let the 
marriage service alone, so that they 
who enter therein may do so with love 
and confidence, amenable to all its con- 
ditions. 


Paper Makers’ Strike. 


The Globe says the big paper makers’ 
strike at Holyoke was declared off on 
Tuesday and the 3500 employes who 
have been idle since June 1 returned 
to work Thursday. 

The employes, beside losing 11 weeks’ 
wages, aggregating about $400,000, will 
be obliged tu submit to what practical- 
ly amounts to a reduction in wages, the 
writing paper combine having with- 
drawn the increase which went into 
effect at the time the strike was or- 
dered. 


Expensive. 


The Buston Globe says the bull of 
the yacht Reliance cost over $300,000. 
She has seven complete suits of sails 
which cost at least $15,000 apiece. 
The wages of the officers and crew foot 
up $20,000 more, besides the rations, 
Her dry dock expenses and extra rigg- 
ing must have cost $12,000 more, while 
her tender, bought outright, with cost 
and maintenance of crew, reach at least 
$75,000. It isa rich syndicate that is 
paying for her building and equipment, 
but they will not get out of it for less 
than $550,000. Besides this there are 
almost endless other expenses. 


Dock Trial. 


The dock trial of the engines of the 
United States cruiser Des Moines, at 
the Fore River shipyard, took place 
Monday under the supervision of the 
United States Navy authorties at the 
yard, Naval Constructor Watt and 
Lieutenant Commander E. H. Scribner, 
Inspector of Machinery. * The run 
lasted four hours with all six of the 
boilers in use and about 18 tons of 
ordinary steam coal were consumed, 
giving an average of 130 pounds of 
steam, 

About one-half the fall power for the 
engines was required, the revolutions 
varying between 90 and 108 per 
minute—the equivalent of a speed of 
about 12 knots. The machinery be- 
haved excellently, very little tremor 
| being communicated to the bull of the 
vessel, and the entire test was most 
satisfactory to the government officials 
The cruiser's sea trials will take place 
in a few weeks.

Robbed in the Daytime. 


One of the boldest day ght robberies 
of the several that have been reported 
in Quincy this summer, was that on 
Monday at the residence of F. W. 
Plummer on Greenleaf street. 

It was the boldness of the thieves to- 
gether with the fact that Mrs. Plummer 
and a servant were in the house at the 
time that should make people unusually 
carefal how they leave their doors un- 
locked. 

It was about 11 o’clock on Monday 
that Mrs. Plummer saw a stranger lying 
in the grass near the Woodward 
Institute. At the same time sbe heard 
the screen door on the front of the 


house close. 
Sbe hastened down stairs and arrived

A hasty examination showed that two 
tings, one a diamond, were missing.

Neighbors who saw the men say that 
they separated, one going toward City 
Square and the other toward Wollaston. 

A domestic employed in the bouse of 
W. W. Adams saw the two men go into 
Mr. Plummer's piazza and stand at the 
door as though talking to someone. 
Then one raised his hat and both came 
to the street. 

The shorter of the two then evi- 
dently went back to the house and the 
tall man to the rear of the school 
building close by where he stretched 
himself on the grass to watch. 

The police were unable to apprehend 
the two men who were concerned in 
the daylight robbery on Monday at the 
residence of Frederic W. Plummer on 
Greenleaf street. Inspector McKay 
spent the afternoon in a search for the 
parties but they evidently made good 
use of the fifteen minutes start they 
had and covered their tracks. The bold- 
ness of this rubbery only shows what 
chances these thieves will take, and 
that people cannot be too careful how 
they leave the windows and dvors of 
their houses unfastened, even if they 
are at home, Futhermore strangers 
should not be allowed under any pre- 
tence to cross the threshold.

Beautiful Dahlias.

Some blossoms 
are quite small, others very large; 
some with single sprawl! leaves, others 
thick and compact as a rose. One 
looked very much like a pond lily. 
But no one can easily imagine the 
variety or beauty without seeing them. 


Serious Accident 


Rev. C, F. Hill Crathern of Braintree 
who is well known in this city, met 
with a serious accident at Bridgton, 
Maine, on Monday, reported by the 
Globe as follows: 

Rev. Arthur L. Wetherby of Worces- 
terand wife, who have been for several 
weeks tenting on the shore of Woods 
pond, an isolated, forest-fringed lake- 
let, in this town, were visited Monday 
by Rev. Mr. Crathern, ‘The latter was 
in the act of splitting wood for camp 
use, when the sharp axe struck his 
right foot and cut a deep gash diagon- 
ally from the toes nearly to the ankle. 
The wound bled so profusely that it 
was feared he would bleed to death. 

Mr. Wetherby improvised a stout 
ligament and stopped the blood. Then 
leaving the suffering man in care of his 
wife, he started out—his own clothes 
saturated with blood—to secure medical 
aid. 

He ran a considerable distance to the 
nearest house, but the owger’s horses 
were away. A like disappointment 
met him at the next farmhouse; but at 
the third he founda borse iv the stable. 
This he barnessed and drove to the 
nearest telephone station, some two 
miles,

Annexation a Failure. 


The Boston Globe, in a leading edi- 
torial last week, shows the impractica- 
bility and unpopularity of any proposed 
annexation of the suburbs to Boston. 

‘*The advocates of a greater Boston,"’ 
it says, ‘‘migbt perform a commenda- 
ble public service by studying the prob- 
lems which Boston should solve before 
her territory is enlarged by more an- 
nexations, 

‘*Those who favored the annexations 
of Charlestown, Roxbury, Brighton, 
etc., were very enthusiastic over the 
fine municipal service those sections 
were to receive, but what has been the 
result so far as the care of streets alone 
is concerned? Former residents of the 
Bunker Hill district are shocked when 
they visit Charlestown and compare the 
condition of the streets with what it 
was when that district possessed a city 
government of its own. 

‘“*Their verdict is, ‘Decay every- 
where.’ In the days before annexation 
the streets and parks of Charlestown 
were always in good condition, as were 
also the sidewalks and edgestones. 
They were constantly inspected and 
promptly repaired. Since annexation 
it took about twenty years to get one 
of the main thoroughfares of that 
district repaired. 

‘*Brighton has gained some boule- 
yards, but Roxbury is worse off than 
before anvexation. Dorchester, West 
Roxbury and South Boston all send up 
acry for better streets, although the 
last-named place can congratulate itself 
on being the only district which ever 
was properly laid out, and that was 
done before Boston was incorporated as 
a city.’’

At the right is a billiard room, 15-8 
by 22. Here there will be one of those 
inviting open tire places. From the 
billiard room, a door leads to the north 
piazza. 

On the right of the main entrance is 
a broad stairway, leading to the hall 
above. There is also a storage room, 
gentlemen's toilet room, and two lock- 
ers, 5 by 6. There isan entrance to 
the toilet room from the main locker 
room and from the south piazza. 

Entering the locker room from the 
maio entrance, on the left or north side 
is a kitchen 10 x 7, and seven lockers 
5x8. On the south side are nine 
lockers 5 x 8. In the centre of the 
room with a passage way all around 
them, are 26 small lockers, each 2 x 6 
square. There are also four more 
small lockers in the corner, each 2 x 6 
square. 

From the locker room double doors 
lead to the front piazza, while on the 
right aud left are the two lookouts. 
From the water front piazza is a run- 
way six feet wide, leading to the floats, 
which will be moored in the proposed 
new channel. 

The stairway on the shore end leads 
toa wide landing above, from which 
entrance is had to the main hall, 31 x 
50, and to the ladies’ parlor, which is 
10x 12. This also has an entrance to 
the main hall. 

Adjoining ladies’ parlor is a ladies’ 
toilet room. Oo either side of the ball 
are three large dormer windows, 
which will be provided with seats, At 
the water end of the hall isa large 
balcony, 15 by 20, which will forma 
delightful place from which to watch 
the races next summer, and there will 
be a number of good ones.

South Quincy Freight Yard. 


It is understood from reliable source 
that the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad have plans completed 
and will commence work in a few days 
to improve the freight facilities at the 
Quincy Adams station, 

At present there is but a small freight 
house entirely inadequate to the needs 
of this station. There has long been a 
demand for better facilities for receiy- 
ing and handling freight, but shippers 
have been given the cold shoulder when 
complaint was made. 

It is understood that the present plan 
calls for the building of two long sidings 
on the east side of Quincy Adams 
depot, parallel with Presidents avenue. 
Between these two sidings or rather 
along Presidents avenue there will be 
built a large freight house. 

Aside from this there will be some 
necessary changes on the west side 
track so that it will be easier and more 
handy loading granite. At present it 
is only possible for one team to drive 
up to a car at the granite loading 
derrick at one time, and it not 
infrequently happens that teams have 
to wait an hour or more before they 
can be unloaded. The contemplated 
cbanges will be commenced at onoe.

How to Use the Cool Bath. 


An effective and useful bath for one 
person would be worse than poison to 
another. A certain college student at 
Yale who had imbibed the idea of the 
beneficial effects of the cool bath was 
found to be growing noticeably thin. 
He ate fairly well, but he lost in weight 
every week. Ie applied for advice to 
a pbysician and during examination 
the fact was elicited that he took a very 
cold bath every morning, jumping into 
the bathtub with the water ata low 
temperature, under the mistaken idea 
that such a course would harden his 
constitution. The result was just the 
opposite. He lost weight and strength. 

The cool bath improperly used works 
great mischief. With a very weak 
person a quick sponge with water ata 
temperature of eighty-five degrees will 
prodace the necessary tonic effect. A 
person a little stronger can use water 
at seventy degrees, a still stronger per- 
son at sixty-five and sixty. 

The great majority of people in good 
health, after a little practice, can re- 
duce the temperature to fifty degrees 
without harm, and, in fact, with posi- 
tive good results. 

It is by no means necessary to plunge 
into a bathtub. In most cases a much 
better way is to sponge the body 
over quickly on rising, with the water 
at the proper temperature, wipe off 
quickly with a dry towel, rubbing 
sufficiently to produce a warm glow 
over the entire surface of the skin, the 
whole operation not necessarily taking 
more than five minutes. There is no 
better time to begin the use of the cool 
bath than in hot weather. Continuing 
regularly as the season grows cooler, 
there is no great shock to the system, 
as might be the case if one began in 
midwinter.—Healthy Home.

The Blue Hill Reservation. 


The Blue Hills reservation is the most 
extensive recreation ground in any 
American city, with the hills and 
valleys covered by thick forests, where 
foxes, squirrels and game birds are un- 
molested. This tract, which now com- 
prises 4,858 acres, with the 700 acres 
in the estate of Henry L. Pierce, on 
the Ponkapoag Pond, was taken by the| 
Metropolitan Park Commissioners in 
1804 and now represents an expenditure 
of about $600,000; yet until recently, 
it was an unknown country to more than 
nine-tenths of the population of Boston 
because of the want of transportation] 
facitities. Practically the whole range} 
of the Blue Hills, which contains the 
highest point of land on the Atlantic 
coast from Maine to Florida, is in- 
cluded in the reservation, the line ex- 
tending over portions of the town of 
Milton and the city of Quincy. The 
**Blue Hill lands were originally owned 
by the city of Boston as a public forest, | 
but were sold to individuals May Ist, 
Isll. The late Charles Eliot, who as 
landscape architect, was asked to report 
to the preliminary Metropolitan Park 
Commission on the possibilities, of 
this tract, wrote of the Blue Hills, as 
‘ta park such as any king would be 
proud to call his own; a public forest 
possessed of vastly finer scenery than 
any of the great public lands of Paris 
can show; a recreation ground far sur- 
passing in its refreshing value even 
London's Epping Forest.

In this 
letter it is alleged that saveral members 
of the Dawes Commission, charged with 
the allotment of the lands, are stock- 
holders and directors of companies and 
syndicates which are making large 
profits dealing in Indian lands and at 
the expense of the Indians to whom the 
desirability of ready cash, even in small 
amounts, far outweighs all considera- 
tions of actual or potential value. 

When the attention of the Secretary 
of the Interior was called to the open 
letter of the Indian Rights Association 
he pointed out that most of the persons 
said to be associated with the companies 
in question were without his jurisdic- 
tion.

At one 
time he was agent of the Granite Rail- 
way Co., and was a petitioner for the 
incorporation of the first railway in 
the United States from the Quincy 
quarries to tide water at the Neponset 
river. 


Possibly the electric car accident on 
Washington street might have been 
averted had the street car tracks been 
in the centre of the street. Serious 
and fatal accidents have now taken 
place at Revere road, Foster street and 
Temple street, and there will always be 
great danger as long as the cars run on 
the side of this thoroughfare. The 
street should be widened between 
Temple street and Revere road before 
the new government building is erected.

Rescued from Drowning. 


The Hyde Park Advertiser relates the 
following particulars of a rescue from 
drowning in thattown in which a form- 
er resident of Quincy was the hero: 

Owing to the modesty of the principal 
actor in the scene, the details of an 
heroic rescue of a drowning boy, which 
occurred some three weeks ago, have 
been withheld from publicity. Wit 
nesses of the brave act however, feeling 
that credit should be given where due, 
have disregarded the requests of the 
rescuer, that nothing be said about the 
matter, and a detailed statement of the 
facts in the case have been forwarded 
by them to the Humane Society, with 
a request that the medal of the society 
be awarded to Mr, Otis A. Edgerton, of 
this town, 

Mr. Edgerton is employed in the wool 
sorting room of Robert Bleakin Co., near 
the railroad bridge over Mother brook, 
On the day in question, while engaged 
in his usual work, Mr. Edgerton heard 
cries of alarm froma group of small 
boys who were bathing near the bridge. 
He immediately jumped through an 
open window, and seeing ene of the 
boys, Grover W. McCormick, who had 
been seized by the swift aud treacherous 
current at that point, about to sink for 
the third time, sprang into the water. 

Landing in several feet of water and 
sticky mud, he at once struck out to 
swim to the the assistance of the 
drowning boy, and notwithstanding be- 
ing hampered by his working clothes 
and the clinging mud, he quickly 
reached the point at which the little 
fellow sank. He located young Mc- 
Cormick and dived for him, bringing 
the limp form to the surface, thence to 
the shore. The water at this point is 
deep and the current swift and strong, 
and it was no light task to swim ashore 
with his burden, fully clad as he was. 

Mr. Edgerton was inclined to make 
light of the incident, and asked that no 
publicity be given to the matter, but 
the witnesses, as before stated, felt that 
his bravery and presence of mind 
should be publicly recognized in some 
way. Young McCormack who is about 
12 years old was soon able to go to his 
home nearby.

To Quiucy belongs the honor of 
creating the first and only seven-masted 
steel schooner, and the first and the 
only sixmasted steel schooner ever built.

The latter was named the William L. 
Doaglas and was launched on Saturday 
last. 

Both were built at the yards of the 
Fore River Ship and Engine Co. 

The launching Saturday was most 
successful in every way and was wit- 
nessed by thousands. The announce- 
ment that the general public would not 
be admitted to the yards served to send 
the greater part of the crowd to Quincy 
Point and North Weymouth, but Hay- 
ward grove was really one of the best

Her equipment will require 15,000 
feet of Roéebling charcoal wire rope 
weighing 30,000 pounds; 11,000 fath- 
oms of Plymouth Manila cordage and 
4,000 pounds of hemp fittings for the 
wire, all of which was furnished by the 
Lincoln-Dillaway Co. of Boston who 
also furnished the materials for tbe 
seven master launched last year. 

The keel of the Douglas was laid 
only last December, and the Fore River 
Ship & Engine Co. did a prompt as 
well as creditable job.

There is no prettier month in the 
year in which to take a trolley trip 
than in the month of September.

Another such trip is that from Quin- 
cy to Fall River, New Bedford, New- 
port or Providence. In order to take 
this trip one should take a car for 


Brockton, the shoe city of southern 


Massachusetts. From Quincy the line 
passes through Braintree, Holbrook, 
Montello, the residential section of 


Brockton, to City Square, Brockton. 

There a change is made for Taunton 
and the passenger has his choice of two 
routes. One through what is known as 
“The Lake Region,’’ or ‘*King Philip 
County,’? which is via Campello, to 
Bridgewater. At Bridgewater, a line 
can be taken for Plymouth. 

Continuing on toward Taunton the 
line passes through, Scotland, a pretty 


farming village, thence past Lake 
Nippennicket and Pilgrim Park, 
through Raynham to ‘Taunton.

Unused Railroad Tickets. 


Some men with unused railroad 
tickets on their hands sell them to 
scalpers, while others go to the rail- 
road company that issued them and 
obtain their value in money. Most per- 
sons, however, do neither, and accept 
the loss when the ticket is worth less 
than a dollar. Indeed many persons do 
not realize that the railroad companies 
stand ready to redeem unused tickets 
even of small value, so that companies 
must be richer by many thousands of 
dollars a year through this ignorance, 

Every railroad ticket bears the name 
of the general passenger agent and of 
the general manager of the road. It is 
a simple matter to inclose the ticket 
with a letter directed to the general 
passenger agent asking him to refund 
the money paid, and explaining the 
reason why the ticket is left unused in 
the hands of the purchaser. It is 
courteous to enclose a stamped envelope 
in which the money may be returned. 

When all these things have been 
done, the company generally acknow- 
ledges the receipt of the ticket holder's 
commupication and in- 
vestigate the matter. The investigation 
consists in the proper identification of 
the ticket by the agent who sold it, 
and a little bookkeeping to set the 
accounts right. Then the purchaser 
Teceives a check for the amount due 
from the railroad company along with 
a letter requesting acknowledgement. — 
New York Sun. 
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Faithful to the Last. 


In many Scotch families the old man 
servant is a permanent institution. He 
enters the service of a family when a 
boy, sticks to his place and resigns 
only when the infirmities of age are 
upon him, Naturally he grows in time 
to claim as rights what were at first 
granted to him as favors, and if he is 
opposed asserts himself with a spirit 
of independence.

False Teeth. 


Probably not less than 2,000,000 
artificial teeth are manufactured in this 
country each year, and still the output 
goes on increasing. Never before was 
such great care manifested for teeth as 
has been exhibited during the past tive 
years. In this respect Americans lead 
the world, oot even the fastidious 
French excelling the people of the 
United States in their solicitude forthe 
preservation of natural teeth and in 
their application of the arts of dental 
science when substitutes have to be pro- 
vided for nature’s molars. 

Englishmen are notoriously careless 
about their teeth, although in late years 
great progress has been made in this 
matter. 

A prominent dentist in New York de- 
clares that nearly every patient with a 
mouthful of decayed teeth is a foreigner. 
‘*They let things drift,’’ he says, ‘‘and 
come only when pain drives them here. 
Americans, and especially southerners, 
basten to their dentist at once when 
they detect even the slightest signs of 
coming trouble, and the result is that 
there are far more ‘saved’ teeth in this 
country than in any other. English- 
men and Irishmen are remarkably apa- 
thetic about their molars and will go 
about for years with hopelessly decayed 
teeth.’’—New York Times,

In the revision of the voting lists this 
year 398 names were dropped by the 
Board of Registrars, reducing the total 
registration from 4,914 to 4,516. The 
decrease ix about the usual one, and 
the probabilities are that before the 
State election in November over 400 
and perhaps 500 names will be added, 
putting the total over 5,000.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Sept. 21, 1903. 

The latest developments in the case 
of Miss Todd, who was removed from 
office to oblige Senator Allee of Dela- 
ware, have made the affair more than 
ever one of national interest. As a 
result of her dismissal it has been 
discovered that fourth class postmasters 
have been included within the protec- 
tion of the civil service laws. This was 
affected, unknown to the public and 
the press, bya rule signed by the Presi- 
dent on March 20 and which went into 
effect on April 15. This regulation does 
not extend to fourth class postmasters 
what is known as the ‘‘merit system,’’ 
that is, no examination is required of 
them and the President is still at 
liberty to appoint whom he chooses to 
a fourth class office or to remove such 
employe for any reason save two. He 
cannot remove them because of their 
political or religious affiliations, That 
is positively forbidden by the second 
paragraph of the first clause of the civil 
service rules, That rule applies to the 
case of Miss Todd and it will be 
impossible to justify her removal under 
the law upvless the President sees fit to 
repeal his last civil service regulation. 

It is now claimed by the spoilsmen 
that the extension of the civil service 
regulations to fourth class 
postmasters was an error and made 
inadvertently, but there is no ground 
for the claim. The law was clearly 
framed by the civil service commis- 
sioners and signed by the President 
with that very end in view. Nor is 
there the slightest reason to believe that 
the President will repeal the regula- 
tion, The most creditable part of Mr. 
Roosevelt's oflicial record is that which 
shows him to be an ardent advocate of 
civil service reform and a sworn enemy 
of the spoils system. When he signed 
this regulation was but addiog 
another page to the story of his promo- 
tion of this phase of federal reform and 
it is too much to expect that, even to 
protect a member of his ‘cabinet, he 
will at this late day do anything to 
stultify his record.

Three more indictments have been re- 
turned by the District of Columbia 
grand jury, two against George W. 
Beavers, former superintendent of 
salaries and allowances, and the other is 
believed to be against a prominent New 
York politician, a man who is reputed 
to be aclose friend of the President. 
Another announcement which will 
doubtless prove a relief to the public is 
to the effect that the Postoffice investi- 
gation will be practically concluded by 
October 5 and that Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Bristow's report 
will be placed in the hands of the 
President during October. The only 
reason for using the word ‘*‘ practically"’ 
is that there will always remain a 
possibility of running across some new 
clue which may require following up, 
and that the prospective trials may 
develop new evidence of official wrong 
doing in the Postottice Department. 
Although the cunning with which 
Beavers managed to cover his tracks 
for a time baffled the postal inspectors 
they have now gained an insight to his 
corrupt practices and it is believed 
that before they complete their work 
evidence will have been produced which 
will reveal the fact that his malfeasance 
has cost the government nearly as much 
as has thatof August W. Machen, $250,- 
000. Roughly speaking these two will 
be found to have mulct the government 
of $500,000. The maladministration of 
the legal division of the Postoffice De- 


partment did not, as a rule, entail 
direct loss to the Department, the 
sufferers being that portion of the 


deluded public which permitted itself 
to be defrauded by the fraudulent con- 


cerns which, in violation of all law, 
were allowed undisturbed use of the 
mails. 


So diverse have been the reports of 
the fortunes of the Panama Canal treaty 
that now no conservative correspondent 
dares make a prediction as to its 
future, but it is interesting to note 
that there are some indications that it 
hastaken a new lease of life. Several 
reports have been received recently at 
the State Department regarding the 
status of the treaty and these have not 
been made public, but it has leaked 
out that officials of the Department 
have some reason for believing that the 
extravagant demands which have been 
made by Colombian statesmen were not 
put forth in earnest, but rather witha 
view to finally receding from their 
position, securing minor concessions, 
which they appear to really regard as 
imperative. It is intimated that these 
minor demands might be granted with- 
out jeopardizing the future of the 
treaty, although it is appreciated that, 
in view of the influence snd opposition 
of the transcontinental railroads it 
would be exceedingly difficult to secure 
its ratification by the United States 
Senate even with slight and compara- 
tively inconsequential changes. Apropos 
of the exercise of such influences, a 
State Department official today called 
the attention of your correspondent to 
the inconsistency of certain newspapers 
in this country which have dwelt with 
great emphasis on the corrupt states- 
manship in Bogota, when every friend 
of the treaty really feared that the 
United States Congress would prove 
equally amenable tothe same influences. 
‘*Is it not,’’ said he, ‘‘a greater shame 
that a railroad lobby can influence the 
United States Senate than that such a 
lobby can influence the senators of an 
impoverished and revolution ridden 
country like Colombia?’ and the ques- 
tion remains unanswered. Adams,

Coal Output Cut Down. 


Some 27,000 mine workers in Pennsyl- 
vapia are thrown idle part of each 
week by the recent decision of three of 
the large coal companies to work short 
time until the coal in market now is in 
more active demand. The Lehigh 
Valley, with 8,500 men, will shut 
down each Saturday and Monday, 
possibly until the end of October. The 
Susquebanna company, controlled by 
the Pennsylvania railroad, will 
its mines and suspend 7,400 men Friday 
and Saturday each week, and the Dela- 
ware & Hudson on Thursday morning 
started a weekly three-days’ suspension 
by closing its 26 workings and laying 
idJe nearly 11,000 men. The 
wages to these men will reach the sum 
of about $115,000 weekly, and each 
week some 600,000 tons of coal which 
they could have produced will remain 
unmined. It looks as though the 
miners who made the trouble for the 
companies last year are to suffer for it 
this year.

Sewer to Quincy Point. 


The contractors on the new main 
sewer line to Quincy Point are pushing 
operations.
